When a siinilan invitation was re­ 
ceived by the Illinois Press associa­ 
tion in Chicago on May 3, it was de­ 
clined without 
thanks. 
The invita­ 
tion was about the first thing that 
drew the a t tent ion 
of the 
editors 
when they convened in the morning 
and it remained the chief topic of 
conversation throughout the day. 


Maj. John T. Galbraith, editor of 
the Carbojidale Free Pre>s, offered 
a caustic resolution five minutes af­ 
ter the association was called to or­ 
der. 
There was a bit of discussion, 
two of the members urging that the 
invitation be ignored without com­ 
ment. 
Then 
the 
Galbraith 
resolution, 
which follows, was passed without 
a dissenting vote: 
“ Whereas, The Illinois Press As­ 
sociation has an 
invitation 
from 
S ears, Roebuck & Co. to visit their 
dant 
and he 
entertained 
by that 
mail order house at a banquet; and, 
“ Whereas, we, as newspaper men, 
owe it to I he communities in whieh 
we live to discourage anything whieh 
tends to pull down our* community 
ife; therefore be it 
“ Resolved, That the Illinois Press 
Association 
decline this 
invitation, 
believing as it does that tlie 
mail 
order 
business as 
a class is 
the 
greatest enemy of country commun­ 
ities.” 
•By way of showing there was no 
ill feeling toward folks not connect­ 
ed with mail order house, the asso­ 
ciation accepted invitations to visit, 
the plant of Aimour & Co., and the 
Ess a nay Film Company. 
“ I am opposed to fattening 
the 
bank account of Mr. Julius Roson- 
wald and the other millionaire stock­ 
holders of Sears, Roebuck & Co., at 
the expense of the merchants of our 
own 
communities,” 
said 
Major 
Galbraith. 
“ I judge 
they 
thought 
the visit 
of the 
newspaper 
men 
would help their business. 
“ The moil order house bears none 
of our community burdens. 
It only 
takes our dollars. 
A large number 
of country towns in Illinois had ac­ 
tually less population in 1910 than 
in 1890 and this 1 believe, is attri­ 
butable in no small measure to the 
inroads of the mail order business.” 
Fourteen of the editors spoke 
in 
favor of rejecting the invitation. 
“ Enough business goes to the mail 
order houses from Slreator and the 
vicinity to support eight good stores, 
each doing a business of $50,000 a 
year,” said Fred 
Le 
Roy 
of the 
Streator Independent Times.

Dollars Kills Mother and 


Daughter; Wounds Son and An­ 


other Daughter; Committs Suicide 


GRIEVED OVER W IFE’S DEATH 


( By United Frees.) 
Peru, Ind, May 16.—Grieving over 
the sudden death of his wife about 
two months 
ago, William 
Dollars, 
age 32, and owner of the Maey, Ind., 
grain elevator, today shot and kill­ 
ed his mother, Mrs. Anna Dollars, 
age 50, and his daughter Agnes, age 
five, wounded his son, George, 
age 
eleven, and daughter Ida, age 
two, 
and then went to the cemetery where 
he committed suicide over his wife’s 
grave. 
Dollars’ victims were found by a 
nieghbor. who went to the elevator to 
buy feed for 
her 
chickens. 
She 
found the elevator closed and went 
across 
the 
street 
to the 
Dollars 
home. 
The victims were lying on 
the bed, indicating the shooting had 
been done while 
Mrs. 
Dollars and 
the children were asleep. 
Mrs. Dol­ 
lars and Agnes were dead while the 
other two children were unconscious. 
The neighbors .were 
called 
and 
searched.for the missing man. 
His 
body was found on his wife’s grave. 
In his hand was clutched a .32 cal­ 
ibre revolver. 
Burns 
on the 
chil­ 
drens’ head 
indicated 
Dollars had 
shot them at close range. 
The wounded children have 
been 
brought here but there is little hope 
for 
their 
recovery. 
The 
family 
moved to Maey from Hope, Ind., re­ 
cently.

Ros­ 
endale rook refuge in Douglas, pri­ 
vate ear which was the only one not 
molested by the bandits and escaped 
their notice. 
He said Douglass had 
$20,000,000 of new Carranza paper 
in his ear.

ex perience may be 
used for the enrichment of life,” she 
said. 
“Righteousness depends upon 
knowledge. We cannot use our lives 
properly unless we know the 
hidden 
power we have in our lives. We can 
never understand any one until we 
understand ourselves. 
“When y ou understand y ourself 
y ou can understand 
other 
people, 
and when y ou understand them, y ou 
understand Ged. 
Socrates 
devoted 
his life to this teaching—that we are 
hot willing to give others the rights 
that we allow ourselves and when we 
do, then we will be in harmony with 
one another.” 
These and a number 
of other practical 
philosophies 
of 
life were the 
key notes 
of 
Mrs. 
Browns’ talk. 
She gave a number of interesting 
facts about the manner of teaching 
for the ancient Greeks. There were 
no newspapers or schools, and their 
only means of teaching was by per­ 
sonal contact. Even then, they fore­ 
shadowed some of our modern scien­ 
ces of today , for they were 
eager, 
for 'knowledge. 
Even 
then, 
there 
were realists and idealists. 
Plato, 
Socrates’ greatest 
pupil 
was 
a 
striking idealist. 
The 
realists be­ 
lieved the truth ex ists only as it min­ 


istered to mankind and they profited 
by it. 
“You remember how welcome Paul 
was when he entered Athens,” 
she 
continued, “Well, just 
as 
welcome 
were these teachers who entered 
a 
town to start a small class of learn­ 
ing. The took the place of our mag­ 
azines, papers and other mediums 
of transferring ideas. 
“Socrates, although 
he was 
the 
son of poor parents, was an aristo­ 
crat in that he 
was 
a native 
of 
Athens. For a while, he followed his 
father’s trade, that of being a sculp­ 
tor. However, he was a born think­ 
er. 
As to his personality , he was 
the homeliest 
man in Athens. 
He 
proved in spite of his 
facial 
dis­ 
figurement, 
that 
spiritual 
beauty 
transcends phy sical beauty , 
in his 
old brown robe and sandals, he was 
a q ueer figure amid the many color­ 
ed gowns of the Athenians. 
“His wife, Xanthippe, had a repu­ 
tation of being a scolder. 
She could 
hardly be blamed though, for Socra­ 
tes had no means of supporting his 
family . 
He refused to take money 
by teaching, say ing it was a sin to 
sell ones brains in the market place. 
His last day s are pathetic ones, af­ 
ter he has 
been 
arrested 
on the 
charges of corrupting the y outh of 
Athens and of being an atheist and 
spent his last day s in prison.”

He did not suggest that 
we renounce the experiences of -the 
world, but any 
experience may be 


used for the enrichment of life," she 
said. "Righteousness depends upon 
knowledge. We cannot use our lives 
properly unless we know the hidden 
power we have in Our lives. We can 
neven understand anyone until we 
understand ourselves. 


"When you understand yourself 


you can understand other people; 
and when you understand them, you 
understand God. Socrates devoted 
his life to this teaching—that we_are 
not willing to give others the rights 
that we allow ourselves and when we 
do, then we will be in harmony with 
one another." These' and a number 
of other practical philosophies 
of 


life were the 
keynotes of Mrs. 


Browns' talk. 


She gave a number of interesting 


facts about the manner of teaching 
for the ancient Greeks. There were 
no newspapers or schools, and their 
only means of teaching was by per- 
sonal contact. Even then, they fore- 
shadowed some of our modern scien- 
ces of today, for they were eager, 
for 'knowledge. Even then, there 
were realists and idealists. Plato, 
Socrates' greatest pupil was a 
striking idealist. -The realists -be- 
ieved the truth exists only as it min- 


istered to mankind and they profited 
by it. 


"You remember how; welcome Paul 


was when he entered Athens," 
slie 


continued, "Well, just as 
welcome 


were these teachers who entered a 
town to start a small class of learn- 
ing. The took the place of our mag- 
azines, papers and other mediums 
of transferring ideas. 


•"Socrates, although he was the 


son of poor parents, was an aristo- 
crat'in that he was a native of 
Athens. For a while, he followed his 
father's trade, that of being a sculp- 
tor. However, he was a born think- 
er. As to his personality, die was 
the homeliest man in Athens. He 
proved in spite of -his facial dis- 
figurement, that 
spiritual beauty 


transcends physical beauty. In his 
old brown robe and sandals, he was 
a queer figure amid the many color- 
ed gowns of the Athenians. 


"His wife, Xanthippe, had a repu- 


tation of being a scolder. She could 
hardly be blamed though, for Socra- 
tes had no means of supporting his 
family.- He refused to take money 
by teaching, saying it was a sin to 
sell ones brains, in the market place. 
His last days are pathetic ones, af- 
ter he has been arrested 
on the 


charges of corrupting the youth o] 
Athens and of being an atheist anc 
spent his last days in prison." 


Mrs. ^Brown brought out the beau- 


tiful character of Socrates, his 
sunny disposition, his 
Unwearying 


search for truth, and his eagerness 
to lead others to study out for them- 
selves the philosophies of life
